The meeting was called to order with Mayor Glass presiding,

The minutes of the previous meeting were read and approved,

In accordance with published notice thereof, promtply at 10:00 o'clock A.M.
Meyor Glass announced that the time for submit ting dids on the purchase of City
of Austin General Obligation Bonds, Series 1949, in the amount of $800,000.00
hed expired; and the City Council would proceed with the opening of ssid bids,

The following bidse were then opened and read, as follows:
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Each of the above and foregoing bids was asccompanied by a cashier's check in
the amount of $16,000,00,

Whereupon the bids were referred to the Finance Director for tabulation and
report.

The ordinsnce closing an alley in the property of the PRESBYTERIAN SEMINARY
between West 27th and West 29th Streets and Speedway and Whitis, was brought up
fordiscussion before its second reading. Action on the second and finsl read-
ing of this ordinance was deferred pending a meeting between the representatives
of the Austin Presbyterian Theclogical Seminary and the officials of the City
of Austin,

DR, EVERETT GIVENS was the spokesman for a group with a representstive from
the Baptist Ministerial Union, Inter-demominanal Alliance, Tillotson College,
Sam Huston College, Anderson High School, Blacksheer, Rosewood School, and the
P.T,A., expresaing appreciation for the work done at Downs Field, and asking for
the following:

(1) Playgrounds in West Austin and South Austin in the colored districts.

(2) If playgrounds could not be set up, have playground emipment placed
on the schoolgrounds in those sections, and to have this done before
the summer is over, if possible.

(3) More firesplugs in East Austin from Chicon east, as there is quite
a number of new homes belng constructed, snd the builders would like
to obtain FHA loane,

(4) Better maintenence of streets,

(5) A request that the City Council not enlarge the Incinerator, as there
is a school and stadium just acrose the sirest; their new high
school is to be built within two blocks from the Incinerator. It was
also requested that shrubbery be placed arocund the incinerator %o
help in appesrance; tut the group preferred that the Incinerator be
moved farther out.

(6) Privilege to take the examination for firemen, and to man the fire
station that is to be built in East Austin; and also to integrate
negro firemen in the Lydia Street Fire Station,

{7) More swimming pools for the colored people.

The Council received these requests ard the petition and held a general dis-
cussion on the various items, The City Manager was instructed to look into the
possibility of placing a fence and shrubs around the Incinerator. It was dis-
cussed as to whether or not the city could secure playground property in south
Auatin, or 1€ it should equip the school grounds with playground equipment.
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Councilmen Long offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:

Discussion on the rezoning of certain properties from the 4200 Block of

Lamar to 4420 Lamar Boulevard, requested by E. C. McCLURE, LEM SCARBROUGH,
M. H. CROCKETT, JAC L, GUBBELS AND JACK H, KEY, was resumed. The Council

felt that the sirip of land remeining between the boulevard and these properiy
owners should be &lsposed of, first, before any zoning changes should be made.
At the Council meeting of June 2, 1949, the Council had stated to the spplicants
that they would be notified of the decision at the next meeting, and the City
Mananger was instructed to write to each of the applicants and inform them of
this decision of disposing of this little strip of land before making any change

in zoning,
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Mr. 8. C, McINTOSH and MR. H. M. WEBB came before the Council regarding the
gset-back of their property on Bast Tth Street, east of Allen, TFrom a study of
the maps, it was decided they would have no set-back on their property. The
metter of the drainasge ditch was referred to the Director of Public Works,

on East Ayenue ‘on June 23rd at 2:30 P.M., The motion carried by the following
vote:

The question of exchanging certain park lend for the site that Polio, In-
corporated, has now, was discussed briefly, Further discussion will be held
at a later Council meeting,

The Council discussed the matter of selling a certain amount of land in
the LAKE AUSTIN. METROPOLITAN PARK to some developers, The City Attorney of-
fered an opinion that the Council was without authority to sell any part of
this property, as it had never been abandoned as a park, and had been improved
for park purposes and was being used as such., Any part that was unimproved was
set aside in an egreement for the purpose of attracting wild life., The City
Mengsger stated that in cases where there was excess property for park purposes,
that the excese could be sold as it had been done in the past. The Council
referred the matter to the Gity Attorney to advise the attorneys for the pro-
posed developers.

The City Mansger submitted the proposition of purchasing certain land from
the Migsouri Pacific Reilroad. The Land Board appraised the land at $29,560.00;
it was set up in the budget for $30,000; and the Missouri Pacific hod set a
price of $33,500, The City Manager recommended that the Counecil authorize the
pur chase for $33,500 for the reason it has to go through the PTrustees and
Federal Court in St. Louls, and that this property ie essential for the expan~
sion of the Power Plant. Councilman Long moved that the Councll accept the
recommendation of the City Maneger and authorize the purchase of t tis land for
$33,500. The motion carried by the following vote:

The City Manager suggested thet the NATIONAL CITY BANK, New York, be left
as the paying agent for these bonds sold today; and possibly a different paying
agent could be considered on the $7,000,000 issue,
